son of Minnesota. President Wilson is a Democrat; the 

senator is a Republican. Minnesota is a state badly af- 
flicted with a streak of disloyalty, pacifism and cold feet, or what- 
ever you want to call it. Senator Nelson is vigorous and virile in 
his patriotism. He is an American with a capital ‘‘a’’ and no 
hyphen, in spite of the fact that he happened to be born in Nor- 
way. There has been some talk of his resigning on account of 
poor health, and there was danger that a less patriotic and de- 
pendable man would be put in his place. So the Democratic presi- 
dent has written the friends of a Republican United States senator 
to say: “‘If Senator Nelson was sure that he had but one year to 
live, he owes that year to the country. With his ability and his 
knowledge of international affairs, his services are invaluable to 
the nation at this time.’’ President Wilson may not deem it proper 
or advisable to write personal letters endorsing every congressman 
up for re-election whose staunch loyalty is unquestioned and 
whose patriotic service in the first year of war makes his return 
to congress highly desirable, but in the Knute Nelson letter he 
has given his fellow citizens a plain tip which none of them should 
fail to comprehend. Politics has no business in the war. Whether 
a man is a Democrat or a Republican is of no consequence in this 
great national emergency. Whether he is true-blue American or 
tinged with a streak of yellow is of the highest importance. In 
his letter about Mr. Nelson the president as much as says: ‘‘Forget 
politics. Put none but Americans on guard.’? We haven’t the 
slightest doubt that the American people are going to follow the 
president’s example and advice, and that it will prove a poor sea- |

DR. HARVEY DESCRIBES | 
SOME PHASES OF TRIP 


We find many of our friends and 
your readers professing a real in- 
terest in our trip in 1916 as given 
through our letters in your paper, | 
so will give you a brief outline of 
the 1917 trip to which I may be able |

open hopeless contradiction? 
are very serious and 
questions. Upon the answer to 
them depends the peace of the 
world. 

But whatever the results of the 
parleys at Brest-Litovsk, whatever 
the confusions of counsel and of 
purpose in the utterances of the 
spokesmen of the Central Empires, 
they have again attempted to ac- 
quaint the world with their objects 
in the war and have again chal- 
lenged their adversaries to say what 
their objects are and what sort of 
settlement they would deem just 
and satisfactory. There is no good 
reason why that challenge should 
not be responded to, and responded 
to with the utmost candor. We did 
not wait for it. Not once, but again 
and again, we have laid our whole 
thought and purpose before the 
world, not in general terms only but 
each time with sufficient definition to 
make it clear what sort of definitive 
terms of settlement must necessarily 
spring out of them. 

Within the last week Mr. Lloyd 
George has spoken with admirable 
candor and in admirable spirit for 
the people and government of Great 
Britain. There is no confusion of 
counsel among the adversaries of the 
Central Powers, no uncertainty of 
principle, no vagueness of detail. 
The only secrecy of counsel, the only 
lack of fearless frankness, the only 
failure to make a defiite statement 
of the objects of the war lies with 
Germany and her allies. The issues 
of life and death hang upon these 
definitions. No statesman who has 
the least conception of his respon- 
sibility ought for a moment to per- 
mit himself to continue this tragical 
and appalling outpuoring of blood 
and treasure unless he ig sure. be- 
yond a peradventure that the ob- 
jects of the vital sacrifice are part 
and parcel of the very life of society 
and~that the people for whom he 
speaks think them right and im- 
perative as he does. 

There is, moreover, a voice call- 
ing for these definitions of princi- 
ple and of purpose which is, it seems 
to me, more thrilling and more com- 
pelling than any of the many mov- 
ing voices with which the troubled 
air of the world is filled. It is the 
voice of the Russian people. They 
are prostrate and all but helpless, it 
would seem, before the grim power 
of Germany, which has _ hitherto 
known no relenting and no pity. 
Their power apparently is shattered 
and yet their soul is not subservient. 
They will not yield either in princi- 
ple or in action. The conception of 
what is right, of what is humane 
and honorable for them to accept, 
has been stated with a frankness, a 
largeness of view, a generosity of 
spirit and a universal human sym- 
pathy which must challenge the ad- 
miration of every friend of man- 
kind; and they have refused to com- 
pound their ideas or desert others 
that they themselves may be safe. 
They call to us to say what it is 
that we desire, in what, if in any- 
thing, our purpose and our spirit 
differs from theirs; and I believe 
that the people of the United States 
would wish me to respond with utter 
simplicity and frankness. Whether 
their present leaders believe it or 
not, it is our heart-felt desire and 
hope that some way may be opened 
whereby we may be privileged to as- 
sist the people of Russia to attain 
their utmost hope of liberty and or- 
dered peace. 


It will be our wish 
that the processes 
they are begun, 
open and that they shall involve and 
permit henceforth no secret under- 
standings of any kind. The day of 
conquest and aggrandizement is gone 
by, so is also the day of secret 
covenants entered into in the inter- 
est of particular governments and 
likely at some unlooked for moment 
te upset the peace of the world. It 
is this happy fact, now clear to the 
view of every public man whose 
thoughts do not still linger in an 
age that is dead and gone, which 
makes it possible for every nation 
whose purposes are consistent with 
justice and¢the peace of the world 
to avow now or at any other time 
the objects it has in view. 


We entered this war because vio- 
lation of right had occurred which 
touched us to the quick and made 
the life of our own people impossi- 
ble unless they were corrected and 
the world secured once for. all 
against their recurrence. What we 
demand in this war, therefore, is 
nothing peculiar to ourselves. It is 
that the world be made fit and safe 
to live in; and, particularly, that it 
be made safe for every peace-loving 
nation which, like our own, wishes 
to live its own life, deterfnine its 
own institutions, be assured of jus- 
tice and fair dealings by the other 
peoples of the world as against force 
and selfish aggression. All the peo- 
ples of the world are in effect part- 
ners in this interest and for our own

The treat- 
ment occorded Russia by her sister 
nations in the months to come will 
be the acid test of their good will 


with their comprehension of her 
needs as distinguished from their 
own interests and from thei in- 


telligent and unselfish sympathy. 

7. Belgium, the whole world will 
agree, must be evacuated and restor- 
ed without any attempt to limit the 
sovereignty which she enjoys in 
common with all other nations. No 
other single act will serve as this 
will serve to regtore confidence 
among the nations in the laws which 
they themselves set and determined 
for the governfnent of their relations 
witn one another. Without this heal- 
ing act, the whole structure and val- 
idity of international law is forever 
impaired. 

8. All French territory ‘should be 
freed and the invaded portions re- 
stored, and the wrong done to France 
by Prussia in 1871 in the matter of 
Alsace-Lorraine, which has_ unset- 
tled the peace of the world for near- 
ly fifty years, should be righted, in 
order that peace may once more be 
made secure .in the interest of all. 

9. A readjustment of the frontiers 
of Italy should be effected along 
clearly recognizable lines of nation- 
ality. 

10. The peoples of Austria-Hun- 
gar,y whose place among the na- 
tions we wish to see safeguarded 
and assured, should be accorded the 
freest opportunity of autonomous de- 
velopment. 

11. Rumania, Serbia and Montene- 
gro should be evacuated; occupied 
territories restored; Serbia accorded 
free and secure access to the sea, 
and the relations of the _ several 
Balkan states to one another deter- 
mined by friendly council along his- 
torically established lines of alle- 
giance and nationality, and_ inter- 
national guarantees of the political 
;|and economic independence and terri- 
torial integrity of the several Bal- 
kan states should be entered into. 


12. The Turkish portions of the 
Xresent Ottoman Empire should be 





assured a secure sovereignty, but 
\the other nationalities which are 
now under Turkish rule should be 


|assured an undoubted security of 
life ‘and an absolutely unmolested 
opportunity of autonomous deve!op- 
ment, and the Dardanelles should be 
permanently opened as a free pass- 
age to the ships and commerce of 


all nations under international guar- 
antees. 
18. An independent Polish state 


should be erected which should in- 
clude tke territories inhabited by in- 
disputably Polish populations, which 
should be assured a free and secure 
access to the sea, and whose politi- 
cai and oconomic independence and 
territorial integrity should be guar- 
anteed by international covenant. 
i4. A general association of na- 
tions must be formed under specific 
covenanis for the purpose o0* af- 
fording mutual. guarantees of politi- 
cal independence and territorial in- 
tegrity to great and small states 
alike. ; 

In regard to these essential recti- 
fications cf wrong anc assertions ef 
|right we feel ourselves to %e inti- 
mate partners of all the governa- 
ments and peoples associated toveth- 
er against the imperialists. We can- 
!not be separated in interest or di- 
| vided in purpose. We stand together 
until the end. 
| Fer such arrangements and cove- 
;nanis we are willing to fight and 
continue to fight until they are 
achieved, but only because we wish 
jthe right to prevail and desire ab- 
solute and stable peace such as can 
be secured only by removing the 
| chief provocations to war, which this 
|} program does remove. We have no 
|jealousy of German greatness and 
there is nothing in this program that 
jimpairs it. We grudge her no 
achievement or distinction of learn- 
ing or of pacific enterprise such as 
have made her record very bright 
and very enviable. We do not wish 
to injure her or to block in any way 
her legitimate influence or power. 
We do not wish to fight her either 
with arms or with hostile arrange- 
ments of trade, if she is willing to 
associate herself with us and the 
other peace-loving nations of the 
world in covenants of justice and 
law and fair dealing. We wish her 
only to accept a place of equality 
;among the peoples of the world—the 
new world in which we now live—in- 
;Stead of a place of mastery. 

Neither do we presume to suggest 
to her any alteration or modification 
of her institutions. But it is nee- 
essary, we must frankly say, and 
necessary as a preliminary to any 
intelligent dealings with her on our 
part, that we should know whom 
|her spokesmen speak for when they 
speak to us, whether for the reichs- 
tag majority or for the military 
and the men whose creed is 
imperial domination. 

We have spoken now, surely, in 
terms too concrete to admit of any 
further doubt or question. An evi- 
dent principle runs through the 
whole program I have outlined. it 
is the principle of justice to all peo- 
ples and nationalities and _ their 
right to live on equal terms of liberty 
jand safety with one another, wheth- 
‘er they be strong or weak. Unless 
|this principle be made its founda- 
tion no part of the structure of in- 


ternational justice can stand. The 
people of the United States could 
act upon no other principle, and 


|to the vindication of this principle 
they are ready to devote their lives, 
their honor and everything that they 
|possess. The moral climax of this, 
ithe culminating and final war for 
human liberty, has come and they 
are ready to put their strength, 
their own highest purpose, their own 
and devotion to the test
